A writer in the Youth's Companion

being strangers to him. His untrained 
muscles diii not Serve to curry him 
very swiftly over the deep snow, and 
when he recognized the voices of bis 
old comrades he made little attempt to 
get away, but presently sat down aail 
waited for them to come up.

at once began io worry him, and his 
old friends seemed disposed to

them. Their changed, unfriendly mien 
quite took the heart out of him; be 
cowered abjectly, and gave himself up 
to the cruel death from waich some 
of us barely saved him by coming to 
his rescue in the nick of time.

a hole in a ledge. They set a trap 
inside and stopped up ths entrance, 
expecting that hunger would force the 
animal to dig his way out, when he 
might be fiisily caught.

When I was a child It .was 
great pleasure to s«e my hidden bird 
appear as the unnecessary sepals were 
removed and it was just in the grace- 
ful act of flight from the stem! An- 
other flower of the same family, the 
wild columbine, tafees its name from 
Columbia, a dove, oa account of the 
likeness ot the bright petals to a group 
of doves surrounding a water bowl. As 
soon as the colored sepals are removed 
this likeness is very obvious. The 
snap dragon, one of the charming flg- 
wbrts, is another delightful flower to 
a 'child, because be can open the gap- 
ing jaws of-the dragon's rnouth and 
see its furry'tongue, and the spots and 
blotches of color remind him of the 
leopard's spots and the tiger's stripes. 


j The beard tongue, -with its swollen 
'throat, is one of the same grotesque 
group. The money flower has only to 
show its odd, .grinning blossom to ex- 
plain its tatin name, which means n 
"little joker," or clown—mimuius. By 
the way, ths pretty gold and purple 
pansies display queer little monkey 
faces in their open Rowers, which seem 
to nod and grimace \v";th every pass- 
ing breezvi. The turtiehead is named 
from its blossom, "shaped lisa a tur- 
tle's head with closed mouth." This, 
too, is "woolly bearded ia tha throat." • 
which adds to its general queernrss of 
look.

John P. Holland, tha inventor of tho 


submarine boat

ivhich recently was accepted after 60- 
vere tests by the United States gov- 
ernment, writes with glowing and op- 
timistic pen in the North American 
Review of "The Suhraaiine Boat aad 
Its Future," As an engine of war this 
style of boat, he says, makes it impos- 
sible for the present for & hostile fleet 
to 'approach the -.here of any country 
•which possesses Jt in sufficient num- 
bers, although it is possi-ble that tacti- 
cians may succeed in finding- a means 
of meeting tbe menace of this veritable 
"sea devil." Mr. Holland insists, how- 
ever, rhat !t is in connection with tha 
pursuits of jvsace that tbe sxsbmariae 
boat presents the moat fascinating pos- 
sibilities—aa a factor in commerce a.n3 
as aa instrument of scieaas. On short 
trips—such as the course across the 
English charsae!—tha siibraarino will 
be the favorite means of travel. Says 
the inventor: "There will -be no sea- 
sickness, because ia si submerged boat 
there is absolutely no perceptible mo- 
tion. There v,-iU be no smells to era- 
ate nausea, for the boats will -be pro- 
pelled by electric power taken from 
storage batteries, which trill bo charg- 
ed at either end. The offensive odor 
that causes 33 much discomfort in snr- 
•faca boats is due to the heated oil on 
the bearings and to the escaping steam. 
There will he no steam on those sub- 
merged Channel boats, and the little 
machinery necessary to (J.-lvp them will 
be confined within an air-tight cham- 
ber.
